'Senator Edwa rd I. Edwa rds, of New 
J ersey , wa s flatly a ccused of receiving 
$3800 in pa y m ent for delivery of 100 
ca ses of Scotch w hisky by a w itness 
in the W eeha w ken rum running trial 
in J ersey City , New J ersey . 
Lionel W ilson, an a g ent of the trea s­ 
ury depa rtment said he believed Sen 
ator Edwards to he the head of the 
Vootleg g ing ring. 
W ilson wa s a wit­ 
ness in the trial o f ten W eeha wken 
policemen and two civilia ns. 
Wilson testified tha t William Grif 
fin, 
a lleg ed 
lea der 
of 
bootleg g ers, 
cla imed the sena tor wa s one of the 
“ ba ckers” of a liquor sm ug g ling ring. 
Another a g ent hea rd the a ccusa tion, 
Wilson said. 
The w itness told of visiting Griffin 
in an office in the First Na tiona l Bank 
building. 
Edwa rds is president of the 
hank and ha s an office in the building. 
Under direct exa m ina tion by Col­ 
onel George T. Vickers, specia l pros­ 
ecutor, the w itness expressed belief 
tha t Sena tor Edwa rds wa s “ directing 
head of the bootleg ring .” 
Wilson tes­ 
tified he had been in Edwards* office

roads at a cost of $15,000,000.

ru le rather than the exception. 
The A. A. A, b oard points ou t that 
carelessness In cold weather driving 
is largely the resu lt of b eing cold 
“Keep as warm as possib le when lou r 
ing in cold weather, and It will !< 
easier to ob serve the simple ru les of 
cau tion,” it u rges. 
“These shou ld inclu de su itab le cloth 
lu g, particu larly warm gloves,” says 
the b u lletin. 
“Too many drivers are 
hu ndlcapped b y nu mb fingers du ru m 
their winter trips so that if they are 
called u pon to recrank the motor in an 
emergency, dim the headlights or shift 
gears they are at a loss. 
“It Is foolhardy to attem pt to make 
great mileage withou t su fficient stop 
overs for hot food. 
It requ ires more 
energy to fight the elements in winter, 
and drivers cannot afford to feel that 
b ecau se they are stimu lated b y the 
snappy air they can endu re more stren­ 
u ou s driving. 
“Keeping warm is the first ru le of 
keeping safe in cold weather. Closed 
cars are proving their valu e in this 
connection, b u t even here the motorist 
mu st 
take the definite precau tions 
against su b jecting himself to u nneces­ 
sary exposu re, and thu s to u nneces­ 
sary hazards.”

Louisville, Ivy.—Relics of an ancient 
vegetarian race have b een found in 
one of the sub terranean chamb ers of 
the Mammoth Cave area, it

ed in reports issued here b y three 
engineers of the L>» uisv{iu 
Electric Co.. R. B. A 
Baer and Roy Hunt, vvh*> 
discovery while ex ploring t 
decide upon a location for 
power dam. 
Mr. Anderson's report snj - in part: 
“Ralls cave (where the relh s were 
found) was at one time inhab ited b y 
a race of people who no doub t {'re­ 
ceded the Indians. 
Indications show 
there must have b een a large trice 
or colony living here for 
a 
great 
length of time. Throughout the entire 
cave the walls are b lackened with 
soot from the many fires that b urned 
during the stay of these people. 
“ The fio o r and the crevices between 
the bro ken ro ck are filled with twigs 
and bark, which fell 
o ff 
as 
they 
drag g ed their firewo o d thro ug h the 
cav e. 
Yo u may questio n the fact that 
any wo o d left many hundreds o f y ears 
ag o wo uld still be preserv ed, but the 
cav e is v ery dry . 
The temperature 
pro bably is a little abo v e 5 4 deg rees 
Fahrenheit, and ev en no w cry stals o f 
saltpeter are being depo sited o n the 
walls, and the presence o f this pre­ 
serv ing salt in the atmo sphere no 
do ubt has made po ssible the remark­ 
able preserv atio n o f thing s fo und in 
the cav e. 
“ So me o f the ev idence leading to the 
belief that this peo ple preceded the 
Indians is that pro o fs hav e b een es­ 
tablished that they were entirely vege­ 
tab le-eating peo ple, quite contrary to 
the Indians. 
“Many moccasins have b een found. 
These are made of woven grass and 
not o f animal skins, as were those o f 
the Indians, 
A few quilts or b lankets 
have also b een found, made from the 
same woven grass. 
Had they killed 
animals for food they undoub tedly 
would have used the more serviceab le 
and much warmer skins 
for 
their 
wearing apparel, especially when there 
was so much saltpeter at hand to cure 
the skins. 
**No b ones or teeth of animals have 
b een found among the relics. 
This 
race prob ab ly inhabited lids cave be­ 
fore the chestnut tree was native to 
this part of the country, as hulls of 
all nuts now growing were found in 
the cave with the ex ception of the 
chestnut. 
Many 
crude 
instruments 
have b een found, such as stone ax es 
and wooden b owls, hollowed out b y 
fire.”

are due In a few weeks' t • 
other members of the third A 
pedition, fourteen foreigners in all, a* 
compared with the tAlit who fortin-d 
the foreign personnel .asi year, >\iii 
follow in due cours >. 
The caravan will be started oil its 
way to Mongolia some time in 
D ecem ­ 
ber. 
By starting at this time of the 
year it will have the best chance of 
missing the blinding snowstorms that 
beat across the Gobi desert in the 
winter months. On April 15 nex t year 
members of the ex pedition will set 
off, traveling in motorcars, and the 
entire party will assemble in the heart 
of Mongolia at a point toward the 
eastern end 
of the Altai range of 
mountains, where the ex pedition fin 
ished its w’osk last year. 
It is ex pect­ 
ed that the ears, which are especially 
designed fo r this difficult trip, will 
reach the rendezvous almost si the 
same time as the caravan, which has 
of necessity 
to follow- 
a circuitous 
route. 
The ex pedition will then divide into 
four 
divisions, 
working 
west 
and 
south of the Altai. 
Each division will 
be entirely self-contained, and with 
the addition 
of new scientific groups 
It Is hoped in this way to do m ire 
comprehensive work than was done 
last year. 
The aspiratio ns of Mr. Andrews are 
well known in outline, but in view of 
the importance of the ex pedition may 
be interesting in detail. 
“We are going to work on human 
evolution,” said Mr. Andrews. 
“In :he 
past we have tried to tost the tin ry 
that central Asia is the point of origin 
of a great deal of the animal and rep- 
lih* life of the world. 
But for twenty- 
live years it has been said that this 
region is also the birthplace of man. 
We have found that Mongolia and the 
central 
Asia 
plateau 
constitute 
the 
paleontological Garden of Eden. 
Why 
should it not prove to be the place 
where man o riginated? 
The new ex ­ 
pedition will work on rocks of a later 
period than those which were worked 
on 
last 
year. 
Those 
rocks 
which 
yielded among o ther things the eggs 
of the dinosaur are of course too old 
to contain any evidences of man. This 
time 
we 
shall 
co ncentrate 
on 
the 
youngster rocks.” Mr. Andrews agreed 
that the task was like looking for a 
needle in a haystack; but, he said; 
“All the evidence points more and 
more strongly to the central Aslan 
plateau as the birthplace of man. and 
this time we are bringing to gether all 
branches of science to assist us in 
bearing down on this one problem.
